Australia’s minister for trade ne- 
gotiations, Neal Blewett, said that 
without swift progress in agricul- 
ture over ihe next 10 days, the for- 
mat of a planned meeting of minis- 
ters in Brussels from Dec. 3 to 7 
would have to be changed, with 
further negotiations possible later 
on.
